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the Imagination of being made what heought 
to be, his wicked Uncle was contriving the 
Means to make him what none who are happy 
enough to be baptized into the Chriſtian 
Faith, either ought or legally can be; in fine, 
of ſending him into America to be diſpoſed 
of as a Slave, whence there was little Proba. 
| bility he would ever return, to become a Clai- 
mant for that Dignity and Eftate his Ambi- 
tion and Avarice made him covet for himſelf. 
He kept his Word indeed, and inform'd the 
Baron of the deplorable Condition his Nephew 
had been in, and the way he came to be re- 
lie ved; and remonſtrated to him, that the 
Child ought to be ſent ſomewhere for Educa- 
tion. This he thought proper to do, becauſe 
he doubted not but he would be made ac- 
quainted with the whole by the Perſon herſelf 
when next he came to Town. The Baron 
could not but feel ſome Remorſe at having 
abandon' d a Child who had not attain'd yet to 
Years capable of offending him; *tis poſſible 
too had ſome Defire of ſeeing him; but the 
artfu] Chevalier took care to prevent that, by 
reminding him, that as it would be of ill Con- 
ſequence the youngChevalier ſhould be known 
do be living, till after his Deceaſe, on account 
pf the Leaſes, it would be better he ſhould be 
ſent immediately to St. Omers, Bruſſels, or 
ſome other Place, where he might at a cheap 
Rate rece ive an Education ſuitable to his Birth.

Not many Days after this, the Baron de A. | 
ramont was taken ill and died; he was too ſud- * 
denly ſnarched away to ſettle his Affairs, or 
make any Declaration concerning his Son, as 
it is probable he would, had he thought him- 
ſelf fo near his End. As he had lived for a 
reat while extremely private, bis Death made 
no Noiſe, and would ſcarce have been men- 
tion d bur for the Debts he left unpaid. The 
Chevalier Richard immediately took upon 
him the Title of Baron de Altamont, and with 
it the Eſtate appertaining, the late Poſſeſſor be- 
ing able to diſpoſe of it only for his own Life.

He refuſed all Suſtenance; nor Hunger, nor 
Drowth, nor Faintneſs, could prevail with him. 


to take the leaſt Reſreſument; and when by 


the Captain's Command they forced any thing 


into his Mouth, he would not ſuffer it to go 
down his Throat, but ſpit it back again before 


the Faces of thoſe that attempted to make him 


ſwallow it, tho? they enforced their Arguments 
by ſome Blows and Menaces of more and much 
ſeverer. He thought not now of dying, or the

All this was inſufficient to reſtore any kind 
of Contentment to the Chevalier; he ſighed 
grie vouſly, and ſaid, God would revenge his 
Cauſe upon his wicked Uncle, who had told all 
rheſe Lies on him, and he wg ſent him

unknown to his Father, becauſe he would not 
let him ſee him. That is na Fault of mine if 
it be ſo, anſwered the Captain, bur if you will | 
promiſe me to eat and drink and be chearful, j 
Tl endeavour to ſpeak to your Father myſelf 
at my Return, and perſuade him to ſend for 
you again.

to put him to a good Maſter, but alfo procure 


his Liberty in a ſhort time,  . 
Theſe deluſive Hopes, added to good Eating 
and Drinking, and civil Behaviour, recover'd 
the Roſe in our young Voyager's Complexion, 
and on their landing he ſeem'd to have loſt 
nothing by the Fatigues he had endured ; fo. 
eaſy is 1t to repair the Decays of Youth, while. 
Age in vain endeavours toretrieve the Plump- 
neſs in the once-fallen Cheek. —lt was. now tine 
Captain's Buſineſs to diſpoſe. of his Property | 
to rhe beſt Advantage he could for himſelf, 
which he did without any Regard to the Pro-—- 
miſes he had made when he was under Ap- 
prehenſions of loſing him. The Perſon he 
ſold him to was a rich Planter in Newcaſtle 
County, who after paying the Money agreed 
on between them, took home the young Che- 
valier, and immediately enter'd him among 
the Number of his Slave. 
On parting from the Captain, he had begg'd 
him not to forget letting his Father know his 
Condition, which the other to pleaſe him af. 1 
ſuring him of, he followed his Maſter with 
leſs Re luctance than was expected from him, 
conſidering the Spirit he had ſhewn on board.

This firſt Day gave him a Sample of what he 
was to expect, but as he hoped from the de- 
eeitful Promiſes the Captain had made him 
that it would not be of any long Continuance, 
he ſet himſelf with all his Might to do the beſt 
he could to gain the Favour of a Perſon in 
whoſe Power he ſoon found he was as abſo- 
Jately as an Ok or an Aſs, or any other Proper- 
ty he had made Purchaſe of; but there are a 
Sort of People in the World that are not to be 
obliged, and the greater your Endeavours for 
that End, the leſs wilt be your Effect.

ing paſt,” and a new Beauty having attra cted 
the Inclinat ions of her unfaithful Haband, he 
contrived to get rid of her by trepanning her 


on board a Veſſel bound for Pen ſ ua nid, and 


having made a League with the Captain in 
the ſame Manner the Chevalier Richard had 
done concerning bis Nephew, got him to 
tranſport her where ſhe fell to the Lot of the 
pitileſs Drumon.

As there was a great Number 
of them, and ſhe had frequently ſome Miles 
to go where many of them happened to work, 
this was a Toil the Delicacy, of her. Conſtitu- 
tion could ill ſuſtain ; Several times in a Day. 
would ſhe fall down, through Faintneſs, but 
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unavailing were Complaints; the Anſwers ſhe 
received were Curſes and the moſt ſcurrilous 
Taũünts. Once ſhe attempted to ſend a Letter 


to ſome Friends in England, in hope of being 
redeemed, by the Money being returned to 
Drumon that he paid for her; but ſhe was 
betray'd in this Defign, and as he choſe to 
part with none of his Slaves, he made her. be 
chaſtifed with the moſt cruel Stripes by way 
of Example to the others. 
I know not but it is a ſort of barbarous Po- 
licy in theſe Planters to uſe their Slaves ill, 
eſpecially when the Time for which they are 


bound is near expir'd, becauſe by the Laws 
of that Country when any of them run away, - 


if they are retaken, as they commonly are, 
they are mulcted for that Difobedience, and 
oblig'd to pay by a longer Servitude. all the 


Expences and Damages the Maſter pretends - 
he has ſuſtain'd by their Elopement, ſo that 
e double the 


by this Means ſome of them 
'Years they are contracted for : "Thoſe there- 
fore who are ſo. unhappy either by their own 
Inadvertency or the Cruelty of others to be 
ſent thither, have no real Remedy but Pati- 
ence, fince in ſeeking any other they but pro- 
long their Miſery, and give a Shew of Juſtice 

to the Perſecutions inflicted: on them. 
| This Leſſon the: afflicted Woman I have 
juſt been ſpeaking of, was Pa rk, | preach- 
ing to our young Chevalier. She had often 
abſerved the Tears trickling down his Cheeks.

led every thing ſhe could to her Remembrance 
for the Advantage of this noble Slave, and 
whenever ſhe had an Opportunity wrote it 
down on Paper, and gave it to him when ſhe 
brought his Food. By this means he became ac- 
quainted with ſeveral remarkable Occurrences 
of the Greek and Roman nin ghee well as 
the Revolutions of a later Date, and nearer 


Home. She gave him alſo an Account of al! 
the great Families in Europe, particularly 
thoſe of his own Country; and when ameng 
that illuſtrious Catalogue he found an Action 
great or noble done by ſome of his own An-

His Sentiments and Behaviourrender'd him 
ſo dear to the old Slave, that he ſearce could © 
have been more had he been her own'Son. He 
had no lefs Regard for his kind 1 3 
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Whenever he had any Ceſſation from Labour, 


inſtead of diverting himſelf as the other Ser- 
vants did, he paſt thoſe Moments with her, 


asking her Queſtions concerning the Motives 
of ſuch Tranſactions, as ſhe had ſet down in 


the Papers ſhe gave him; and made ſuch ju- 
dicious Remarks ſometimes upon them him- 
ſelf, as perfectly aſtoniſhed her. He had an 
excellent Memory, which made every thing 
his own that he once heard or read; and as 


his Capacity enlarg'd with the Increaſe of his 


Years, his Idea of Men and Things ſtil] grew 


more clear and diſtinct. On reflecting on the 


Vices of Mankind, he looked on Avarice and 


Ingratitude as the moſt contemptible, and at 


the ſame time moſt dangerous to Society, and 
concluded that a Man poſſeſt of their oppoſite 
Virtues could not but be good in all Circum- 


ſtances of Life: — What could be mare juſt 


than this Obſervation ? what, better could all 


the Learning of the Schools have enabled any 


one to make ? Since if we look into the Seeds 
of Ill, we ſhall find that all the Miſchiefs, 


Murders, Frauds and Opprefions that happen 


in the World, owe. their Riſe to one or both 

of theſe pernicious Qpalitiee. 
It was in Contemplations of this Nature that 

our illuſtrious Slave beguiled four Years of 


of which Time the good Woman to whom 
he was ſo much. indebted for the forming his 
Mind to Virtue, died; and as her Society had 


been his only Comfort, ſo was her Loſs an in- 


conſolable A ffliction to him.
